SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  district  occupies  an  area  partially  surrounding  the 
Borough  of  Colchester;  its  northern  boundary  is  the  River 
Stour,  which  separates  it  from  Suffolk.  South-east  of 
Colchester  its  eastern  boundary  is  the  River  Colne  and  the 
Blackwater  Estuary. 

While  the  district  is  mainly  rural,  development  is  taking 
place  rapidly  in  the  ring  of  villages  surrounding  Colchester 
and  these  serve  increasingly  as  dormitory  areas  for  persons 
employed  in  the  town. 

Most  of  the  area  is  occupied  by  agricultural  holdings 
and  a  quarter  of  the  employed  population  find  their 
livelihood  in  agriculture  and  allied  trades. 

The  remaining  three-quarters  serve  a  wide  range  of 
different  occupations,  rather  more  than  a  third  being 
employed  outside  the  district,  mainly  in  Colchester.

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HOUSING 


The  table  on  page  11  gives  the  details  of  unfit 
houses  in  the'  individual  parishes.  It  will  be  seen 
that  during  the  year  44  additional  houses  were  found  to 
have  de terror a*ted  and  were  downgraded  and  listed  for 
official  representation  under  the  Housing  Act. 

Steady  progress  was  maintained  in  dealing  with  this 
problem  and  34  houses  were  dealt  with  following  official 
representations.  31  unfit  houses  were  vacated  during 
the  year,  37  families  being  rehoused  in  Council  Houses. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  312  unfit  houses  remained  occupied 
a  decrease  of  13  on  the  previous  year.  l6  unfit  houses 
were  demolished  and  6  were  made  fit. 

179  new  dwellings  were  completed  in  the  district. 
During  the  year  there  was  a  considerable  number  of 
applications  for  improvement  grants  for  modernising  of 
existing  dwellings  and  some  70  dwellings  were  modernised 
with  grant  aid  during  the  year. 

The  Council  considered  a  scheme  for  the  modernisation 
of  their  Council  Houses  It  was  found  that  658  houses 
have  to  be  dealt  with  over  a  period  of  about  seven  years. 
They  decided  that  the  preparation  of  schemes  could  best  be 
done  within  the  department  whilst  appreciating  that  this 
would  necessitate  some  reorganisation  of  duties  and  the 
engagement  of  one  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector. 

During  the  year,  35  Council  houses  were  modernised 
making  the  total  modernised  55  in  the  last  two  years.  In 
addition  schemes  were  prepared  or  in  hand  for  a  further  24 
leaving  634  to  be  dealt  with. 

A  programme  has  been  prepared  which  is  phased  with 
the  provision  of  sewers  in  various  parishes.  In  a  number 
of  cases  it  will  be  necessary  to  design  small  sewerage 
schemes  to  deal  with  isolated  houses.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER 


The  whole  of  the  district,  with  the  exception  of 
the  -parish  of  Dedham,  is  supplied  by  the  Council's 
water  undertaking,  Dedham  being  supplied  by  the 
Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks’  Co. Ltd.  The  Council 
maintains  waterworks-.  at  East  Donyland,  Abberton, 

Tiptree  and  Mount  Bures.  Additional  supplies  can 
also  be  obtained  from  the  South  Essex  Waterworks  or  ' 
fpom  Colchester. 

Additional  boreholes  have  recently  been 
constructed  at  Abberton  and  Tiptree  and  supplies  are 
adequate  in  quantity. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory  from  the 
Bures  supply  while  the  remaining  supplies  are  satisfactory 
except  for  their  content  of  fluorine.  It  is  hoped  that 
in  the  future  some  means  may  be  devised  for  diluting  the 
water  from  the  Abberton  source  which  contains  4.7  parts 
per  million  of  fluorine. 

Plans  for  improving  the  supply  in  the  north-west 
part  of  the  district  have  been  delayed  by  the  formation 
of’  the  Colchester  and  District  Water  Board.

ABHERTON  AND  DISTRICT  VIA  TER  SUPPLY 


The  normal  supply  is  chlorinated  and  bacter iologically  is 
very  good;  chemically  it  contains  a  high  proportion  of  salt  and 
4.7  parts  per  million  of  fluroine. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  for  examination  was:-

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SEWERAGE 


The  five  larger  villages  of  Tiptree,  Stanway,  Dedham,  West 
Bergholt  snd  Rowhedgo  wherein  approximately  l+CDo  of  the  population 
reside,  are  provided  with  sewers.  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are 
provided  at  Tiptree,  Dedham  and  West  Bergholt.  The  sewage  from 
Stanway  and  Rowhedgo  is  discharged  into  the  Colchester  Corporation 
sewerage  system. 

In  general  much  of  the  subsoil  in  this  area  is  dense  clay 
which  makes  subsoil  drainage  impossible.  This  gives  rise  to 
considerable  nuisance  from  pollution  in  ditches  and  streams  from 
overflowing  cesspools  and  sink  waste  water.  In  addition  now 
housing  development  is  proceeding  apace. 


Accordingly  in  1953  the  Council  considered  a  comprehensive 
scheme  prepared  by  their  Consulting  Engineers  for  the  provision 
of  sewers  in  the  large  villages  throughout  the  district  and  decided 
that  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  for  the  district  be  carri>  d 
out  in  the  following  stages: - 


1.  Copford,  Marks  Toy  and  Stanway  (West). 

2.  Eight  Ash  Green  and  Aldham,  Fordham  and  Gt.Toy. 

3.  Great  Horkesley. 

4.  Abberton,  Langenhoe  and  Fingringhoe  and  Peldon. 

5.  Salcott  and  Virley  and  Layer-de-la-Iiaye. 

6.  Messing,  Birch  and  Layer  Breton. 

7.  Langham  and  part  of  Dedham. 

Subsequently,  the  Council  decided  to  give  priority  to  the 
scheme  for  Messing  and  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  the  parishes  of 
Chappel  and  Wakes  Colne,  and  to  proceed  with  schemes  as  expedit iously 
as  possible  by  preparation  of  contract  documents  as  land  acquisition 
and  planning  permissions  are  obtained. 

During  i960  extensions  were  made  to  the  Dedham  sewerage  works 
to  improve  the  capacity  of  the  works  and  quality  of  the  effluent, 
'dork  was  completed  on  the  first  stage  of  the  provision  of  sewers 
and  sewage  disposal  works  at  Eight  Ash  Green.  An  extension  was 
made  to  the  sewer  in  Council  Road,  Stanway.  Work  was  commenced 
on  the  Copford  and  Marks  Tey  scheme  and  on  the  second  stage  of 
the  Eight  Ash  Green  Aldham  scheme.  Schemes  were  prepared  for  the 
parishes  of  Messing,  Fordham,  Great  Tey,  Great  Horkesley  and 
Chappel  and  Wakes  Colne.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSE  ACT,  1958 

f 

During  the  year  a  report  was  prepared  on  the  slaughterhouse 
facilities  in  the  district.  ^-he  existing  slaughtering 
facilities  comprise  3  small  private  slaughterhouses  which  serve 
individual  butchers’  requirements.  This  district  is  therefore 
largely  dependent  on  slaughtering  facilities  outside  the 
dis  trict . 

The  Council  jointly  with  the  Colchester  Borough  Council 
consulted  with  interested  parties.  At  this  meeting  the 
implications  of  the  new  regulations  were  discussed  with 
particular  emphasis  on  the  possibility  of  the  provision  of  one 
centralised  slaughterhouse  to  deal  with  the  needs  of  both 
authorities.  However  the  interested  parties  did  not  favour 
this  proposal  and  subsequently  decided  to  improve  the  existing 
slaughterhouses  to  comply  with  the  regulations. 

The  facilities  available  in  the  adjoining  districts  wore 
considered  by  the  Council  to  be  adequate  to  meet  the  future 
requirements  of  this  district.  The  report  submitted  to  the 
Minister  of  Ticulture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  subsequently- 
approved  appoints  the  1st  January,  1962  as  the  date  from  which 
all  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  must  comply  with  the 
construction  regulations. 


FOOD  PREMISES 


As  is  usual  in  a  rural  district  the  majority  of  food 
premises  are  owner  occupied  and  the  owner  is  directly  responsible 
for  the  running  of  the  business.  The  standards  of  construction 
and  hygiene  are  generally  satisfactory.  hith  the  limited  staff 
available  it  is  not  possible  to  carry  out  frequent  inspection  of 
all  food  premises  and  attention  is  therefore  focussed  on  the 
larger  catering  premises.  It  is  hoped  in  1961  to  carry  out  a 
comprehensive  survey  of  the  majority  of  food  premises  in  the 
dis trie  t.
